Native  plants  flourishing  at  recycling  center 


The  Haight  Ashbury  Neighborhood  Council 
Recycling  Center  (HANC),  located  at  Frederick 
Street  and  Arguello  Boulevard  on  the  southern 
boundary  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  has  completed 
an  extensive  expansion  of  its  native  plant  gar¬ 
den.  The  garden  now  beautifies  the  recycling 
center’s  entire  perimeter.  The  center  is  also 
propagating  and  nurturing  tens  of  thousands  of 
native  plants,  which  are  now  available  to  the 
public. 

The  recycling  center  has  been  at  the  forefront 
of  numerous  environmental  activities.  HANC 
was  formed  in  1959  when  Sue  Bierman,  Dianne 
Feinstein  and  numerous  residents  saved  the  east 
side  of  Mt.  Sutro  from  a  planned  apartment 
complex.  HANC  and  other  groups  successfully 
stopped  the  approved  Panhandle  Freeway  in 
1967. 

When  there  was  nowhere  to  recycle,  HANC 
started  the  recycling  center  in  1976.  Today, 
there  is  a  big  demand  for  local,  site-specific  na¬ 
tive  plants  and  HANC  is  growing  them. 

Most  of  the  plants  in  the  garden  and  those 
being  propagated  are  indigenous  to  San 
Francisco.  Native  plants  are  the  foundation  of 
the  Earth’s  ecosystems  and  supply  food  and 
habitat  for  all  the  native  wildlife.  Since  native 
plants  have  been  here  for  thousands  of  years, 
they  are  highly  adapted  to  local  environmental 


conditions  and  extremely  drought  tolerant,  mak¬ 
ing  them  the  highest  form  of  sustainable  land¬ 
scaping. 

The  Golden  Gate  Park  Master  Plan  promotes 
the  use  of  “sustainable  and  drought  tolerant 
landscaping”  and  the  creation  of  “wildlife 
habitat.”  Native  plant  gardens  are  ideal  for  the 
implementation  of  those  goals. 

Some  of  the  natives  being  raised  at  the  recy¬ 
cling  center  include:  San  Francisco  Wallflower 
(Lake  Merced),  San  Francisco  Gum  Plant  (Twin 
Peaks),  Golden  Rod  (Golden  Gate  Heights), 
Beach  Sagewort  (Hawk  Hill),  California  Aster 
(Mt.  Davidson  and  Twin  Peaks),  Nutka  Reed 
Grass  (Mt.  Davidson),  Crimson  Columbine 
(Glen  Canyon),  Bee  Plant  (Laguna  Honda 
Canyon),  Yerba  Buena  (Twin  Peaks),  Blue-eyed 
Grass,  Giant  Buckwheat,  Coast  Buckwheat, 
Yarrow,  Coyote  Bush,  Bush  Monkey  Flower 
and  more. 

HANC  is  supplying  some  of  the  plants  for 
habitat  restoration  at  Tank  Hill,  Twin  Peaks  and 
Brooks  Park,  as  well  as  the  Pioneer  Park  Project 
and  Green  Schoolyards. 

The  recycling  center  is  open  every  day,  from 
9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  Tours  for  school  groups  can  be 
arranged.

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Neighbors  have 
problems  with  V.A. 
research  center

Once  again  politics  is  about 
to  become  a  contact  sport  in  San 
Francisco  as  Richmond  neigh¬ 
bors,  angry  over  what  they  say  is 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Veterans 
Affairs’  (VA)  willingness  to  ig¬ 
nore  public  process  require¬ 
ments,  will  soon  present  the  VA 
with  a  list  of  demands. 

Fueling  the  acrimony  is  a 
200,000-square-foot  research 
center  the  VA  is  planning  to 
build  on  its  Fort  Miley  site  at 
Clement  Street  and  42nd 
Avenue.  The  new  facility  will  sit 
on  a  three-acre  parcel  of  land 
that  is  currently  a  parking  lot. 

Neighbors  contend  the  VA  is 
going  ahead  with  the  project 
even  though  critical  studies, 
which  they  say  the  VA  has  side¬ 
stepped  for  years,  are  not  com¬ 
plete. 

Ron  Miguel,  president  of  the 
Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond  (PAR),  an  influential 
watchdog  organization  made  up 
of  1,600  households  in  the 
Richmond  District,  says  the  VA 
has  turned  a  blind  eye  to  com¬ 
munity  concerns  for  years  while 


developing  the  site. 

“We  have  no  institutional 
master  plan  even  though  PAR 
has  requested  this  for  years.  We 
have  requested  a  parking  and 
traffic  study  and  we  don’t  have 
it.  You  are  putting  the  cart  before 
the  horse  on  this  one,”  Miguel 
said  at  a  Jan.  8  community  meet¬ 
ing  sponsored  by  the  VA  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  new  research  center. 

Miguel  is  busy  putting  the  fi¬ 
nal  touches  on  a  list  of  demands 
the  community  believes  the  VA 
must  agree  to  implement  before 
they  go  ahead  with  the  project, 
including  the  removal  of  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  temporary  buildings 
that  have  been  at  the  site  for 
decades.  The  demands  include: 

•  Develop  a  comprehensive 
five-year  master  plan  for  the  site; 

•  Agree  to  preserve  historic 
buildings  and  landscaping  identi¬ 
fied  in  a  preservation  study  cur¬ 
rently  underway; 

•  Take  a  pro-active  position 
on  parking  and  transportation  is¬ 
sues  plaguing  the  community; 

•  Limit  the  size  of  the  new  re¬ 
search  facility  to  what  is  stan-

Programs,  staff 
on  Rec.  and  Park's 
chopping  block

Up  against  an  $11  million 
budget  shortfall,  officials  at  the 
SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  are  asking  Rich¬ 
mond  and  Sunset  district  resi¬ 
dents  to  help  them  make  tough 
budget  decisions  that  could 
mean  closing  facilities  and  cut¬ 
ting  staff  positions. 

It  was  just  three  years  ago 
that  a  $200  million  budget  sur¬ 
plus  sent  Mayor  Willie  Brown 
on  a  spending  spree,  handing  out 
pay  raises  and  hiring  more  city 
workers.  Now,  the  mayor,  faced 
with  a  $350  million  budget 
shortfall,  is  asking  all  depart¬ 
ments  to  take  a  hit  of  almost 
one-third  of  the  total  amount 
they  receive  from  the  city’s 
General  Fund. 

To  meet  Brown’s  request  to 
trim  $10.9  million  from  the  $35 
million  it  receives  from  the  City, 
the  SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  will  consider  every¬ 
thing  -  from  selling  naming 
rights  at  Candlestick  Park  to  the 
highest  bidder  to  using  $1  mil¬ 
lion  in  Open  Space  Funds  -  to 
help  close  the  deficit  and  pay  for 
17  staff  positions. 

During  the  past  few  months 


the  department  has  been  quietly 
working  behind  the  scenes  on 
the  budget  shortfall.  It  recently 
received  approval  from  the  SF 
Recreation  and  Park  Commis¬ 
sion  to  increase  fees  on  every¬ 
thing  from  permits  to  parking. 

The  commissioners  also  ap¬ 
proved  increasing  fees  the  de¬ 
partment  charges  for  classes  at 
the  Sharon  Art  Studio.  The 
changes  are  estimated  to  bring  in 
an  additional  $500,000. 

The  department  will  soon 
bring  proposals  before  the  com¬ 
mission  to  acquire  an  additional 
$900,000  from  the  Downtown 
Park  Fund  for  services  provided 
for  Union  Square  improvements 
and  $100,000  by  increasing  re¬ 
imbursements  for  outings. 

In  addition,  the  department  is 
also  exploring  ways  to  lower  its 
expenses  by  proposing  that  em¬ 
ployees  voluntarily  take  unpaid 
leave  ($200,000),  cuts  in  recre¬ 
ation  staff  ($275,000),  reducing 
programs  and  reducing  staff  at 
the  Housing  Authority. 

To  decide  what  and  how 
much  to  cut,  the  department  is 
holding  a  series  of  community 
meetings  in  early  February  to  get

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Golden  Gate  Park  garage 
EIR  flawed,  neighbors  say

In  January  dozens  of  Sunset 
and  Richmond  district  residents 
told  the  S.F.  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion  that  the  Environment  Impact 
Report  (EIR)  for  a  controversial 
plan  to  build  a  parking  garage 
beneath  the  Music  Concourse  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  is  deeply 
flawed  and  ignores  problems  that 
will  negatively  impact  their 
neighborhoods. 

The  $500  million,  800-space 
facility  has  been  the  center  of 
controversy  since  1998  when 
voters  passed  Proposition  J 
which  approved  building  a 
garage  and  authorized  other 
transportation  improvements  in 
the  park. 

Because  of  concerns  that  the 
garage  would  tear  up  the  Music 
Concourse,  the  area  located  in 
front  of  the  Bandshell,  it  was  de¬ 
signed  in  two  sections  that  will 
be  connected  by  an  underground 
roadway.  One  section  of  the 
garage  will  be  built  under  the 
roadway  in  front  of  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences 
on  the  south  side  of  the  con¬ 
course  and  the  other  under  the 
roadway  in  front  of  the  new 
M.H.  de  Young  Memorial 
Museum  on  the  north  side. 

The  garage  will  have  two  en¬ 
trances,  one  at  Fulton  Street  and 
10th  Avenue  in  the  Richmond 
District  and  one  on  Music 
Concourse  Drive  near  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  Drive. 

Since  the  passage  of  Prop.  J  in 
1998,  the  garage  has  become  a 
focal  point  for  residents  who 
flocked  to  a  Jan.  23  meeting  ;of

the  SF  Planning  Commission  to 
express  their  frustration  -  they 
say  the  EIR  ignores  the  impact 
the  garage  will  have  on  parking 
and  safety  issues  in  their  neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

Stephen  Abrams,  a  traffic  con¬ 
sultant  hired  by  the  North  Park 
Neighbors  Association  to  study 
the  EIR,  told  commissioners  that 
the  neighbors  have  legitimate 
concerns  and  that  more  traffic 
studies  are  needed. 

“This  (EIR)  is  a  simplistic  re¬ 
view.  It  says  there  will  be  no  sig¬ 
nificant  impacts  on  Fulton  Street, 
but  if  you  are  removing  1,300 
parking  spaces  from  the  park  it 
impacts  the  surrounding  neigh¬ 
borhood.  Mitigation  measures 
are  not  included  in  the  EIR  that 
address  the  parking  issue," 
Abrams  said. 

Sunset  residents  who  live  near 
the  proposed  Ninth  Avenue  en¬ 
trance  to  the  garage  told  commis¬ 
sioners  that  parking  and  traffic 
gridlock  will  occur  in  their 
neighborhood  as  a  result  of  the 
plan.  They  also  urged  commis¬ 
sioners  not  to  approve  the  EIR 
for  the  garage  until  more  traffic 
studies  are  completed. 

Lisa  Orsaba,  a  business  owner 
in  the  Inner  Sunset,  said  the  EIR 
failed  to  include  traffic  studies 
along  critical  business  corridors 
on  the  south  side  of  the  park. 

“Only  one  study  was  done  - 
of  Lincoln  Avenue,”  she  said. 
The  Ninth  and  Irving  intersection 
is  critical.  We  will  continue  to 
object  to  the  EIR  until  sufficient 
traffic  studies  are  included.” 

John  Rizzo,  a  commissioner  at 
the  Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse 


Network.  The  program  provides 
low-cost  food  from  the  SF  Food 
Bank  to  community  organiza¬ 
tions,  which  distribute  it  for  free. 

“The  pantry  allows  our  stu¬ 
dents  and  volunteers  to  make  a 
tangible  connection  to  what  is 
needed  in  our  neighborhood,” 
said  Rabbi  Sydney  Mintz. 

Groceries  at  the  Geary 
Boulevard  pantry  will  be  dis¬ 
tributed  on  Sundays.  For  more 
information  about  the  pantry, 
call  Colleen  Prince  at  387-6700. 


Authority,  the  body  responsible 
for  overseeing  the  design  and 
construction  of  the  facility, 
agreed  that  more  traffic  studies 
concerning  the  south  side  of  the 
garage  are  needed. 

“There  needs  to  be  language 
(in  the  EIR)  about  the  south  side 
of  the  park.  The  Ninth  Avenue 
and  Lincoln  Way  side  needs  to  be 
treated  more  equally,”  he  said. 

Rizzo  also  criticized  the  EIR 
for  not  including  an  alternative 
plan  for  the  garage. 

Still  others  said  the  EIR  failed 
to  adequately  consider  a  broader 
range  of  issues. 

Marianne  Miller,  a  Sunset  res¬ 
ident  and  member  of  the  Alliance 
for  Golden  Gate  Park,  an  organi¬ 
zation  formed  to  fight  the  garage, 
said  the  EIR  is  flawed  because  it 
fails  to  take  a  comprehensive  ap¬ 
proach  to  analyzing  the  impact 
the  garage  and  other  new  pro¬ 
jects,  like  the  new  de  Young 
Museum,  will  have  on  the  Music 
Concourse. 

“Nowhere  are  there  cumula¬ 
tive  impacts.  S.E.Q.U.A.  requires 
it.  The  document  is  fallacious 
and  it  should  be  sent  back  for 
more  work,”  Miller  said. 

Despite  the  neighbors’  con¬ 
cerns,  Jill  Wynns,  president  of 
S.F.  Board  of  Education  and  a 
member  of  Keep  the  de  Young  in 
the  Park,  urged  the  commission¬ 
ers  to  move  the  project  forward 
quickly  and  reminded  them  that 
the  garage  was  the  key  to  keep¬ 
ing  the  de  Young  Museum  and 
the  California  Academy  of 
Sciences  in  the  park. 

Several  employees  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  expressed 
concern  that  the  plan  fails  to  pro¬ 
vide  access  to  the  facility  for  ve¬ 
hicles  traveling  through  the 
Music  Concourse. 

“We  need  access  for  busses 
and  vehicles  to  bring  school  chil¬ 
dren,”  said  Martha  Crop,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  of  directors  at 
the  Academy  of  Sciences. 

The  Planning  Commission 
meets  in  a  couple  of  months  to 
consider  whether  or  not  to  certify 
the  garage  EIR.  At  that  same 
meeting  commissioners  will  de¬ 
termine  whether  the  design  of  the 
garage  is  consistent  with  the 
city’s  General  Plan.

Merchants  warned  to  be  on 
the  lookout  for  extortionists 


With  the  kick-off  of  the  “Year  of  the 
Ram,”  the  lunar  new  year,  police  and  safe¬ 
ty  advocates  are  warning  about  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  extortion  from  gang  associates 
and  urging  merchants  to  report  suspicious 
activity. 

Police  brass  and  community  leaders 
held  a  press  conference  at  the  Sheng 
Kee  Bakery  on  Irving  Street  Jan. 

23  before  taking  to  the  streets 
to  personally  inform 
Richmond  and  Sunset  dis¬ 
trict  merchants  of  the  in¬ 
creased  threat.  Attending 
the  extortion-prevention 
event  were  Supervisor  Fiona 
Ma,  Police  Chief  Earl 
Sanders,  Richmond  Station 
Capt.  Sandra  Tong,  Taraval  Station 
acting-captain  Larry  Barsetti  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Safety  Awareness  for 
Everyone  (SAFE)  and  SF  Neighborhood 
Safety  Partnership. 

“I’m  pleased  to  see  everyone  in  the 
community  working  together  to  combat 
crime,”  Ma  said. 

During  the  lunar  new  year  gang  mem¬ 
bers  often  drop  off  plants  as  a  sign  of  good 
luck.  They  then  return  later  to  get  money 
for  the  plants. 


If  merchants  refuse  to  pay  the  gang 
members,  bad  luck  often  befalls  them,  as 
was  the  case  two  years  ago  when  two 
Richmond  District  restaurants  were  myste¬ 
riously  firebombed.  Police  are  close  to 
prosecuting  several  suspects  in  the  cases. 

Last  year,  there  were  three  cases  of  ex¬ 
tortion  and  two  attempted  extor¬ 
tions  of  Asian  merchants.

Community  college  cutbacks 


Governor  Gray  Davis  has  announced  a 
new  budget  proposal  that  includes  $217 
million  in  reductions  for  the  state’s  com¬ 
munity  colleges.  The  SF  Community 
College  system  stands  to  lose  $13  million 
in  funding  over  the  next  18  months. 

The  budget  cuts  mean  the  current  tu¬ 
ition  fee  for  SF  Community  College 
courses,  $11  per  unit,  will  change  to  $24 
per  unit  -  a  1 18  percent  increase. 

The  impact  on  faculty,  staff  and  stu¬ 


dents  at  the  Community  Colleges  of  San 
Francisco  over  the  next  18  months  in¬ 
clude:  the  loss  of  30  full-time  and  250 
part-time  faculty  positions;  increased  class 
sizes;  a  loss  of  1,000  classes  and  a  50  per¬ 
cent  reduction  in  summer  session  classes, 
a  significant  reduction  in  student  support 
services;  and  a  reduction  in  library  hours. 

The  governor’s  budget  expects  a  loss  of 
96,000  full-time  equivalent  students  state¬ 
wide  in  the  community  college  system.

Traffic  has  re¬ 
sponded  favorably 
to  a  request  from 
my  office  to  put  in 
a  stop  sign  at  the 
intersection  of 
33rd  Avenue  and 
Clement  Street. 
This  request  was 
brought  to  my  of¬ 
fice  by  neighbors  and  parents  in 
the  area  concerned  about  the 
safety  of  their  children  crossing 
the  street  there.  Due  to  the  close 
proximity  to  a  school,  we  were 
able  to  expedite  this  matter  to  a 
successful  conclusion. 

Finally,  I  want  to  report  that 
the  board  recently  passed  a  reso¬ 
lution  that  I  sponsored  that  pre¬ 
vents  City  employees  from  coop¬ 
erating  with  certain  provisions  of 
the  USA  Patriot  Act,  recently 
enacted  by  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment.  Numerous  provisions  of 
the  law  violate  basic  tenets  of 
our  constitutional  liberties,  such 
as  freedom  of  association,  free¬ 
dom  of  speech,  freedom  from 


unreasonable  search  and  seizure 
and  privacy.  This  law  would 
force  librarians  to  disclose  books 
read  by  patrons,  force  Internet 
service  providers  to  disclose  the 
sites  visited  by  computer  users, 
and  collect  information  on  pur¬ 
chases  made  by  credit  card. 

The  feds  can  demand  such  in¬ 
formation  without  any  showing 
of  necessity  and  those  who  pro¬ 
vide  the  information  are  forbid¬ 
den  from  disclosing  that  they 
have  complied  with  such  a  de¬ 
mand.  This  law  violates  the  fed¬ 
eral  and  state  constitutions  every 
elected  official  swears  to  uphold 
when  they  take  office.  1  therefore 
felt  compelled  by  my  oath  to  act. 
San  Francisco  joins  a  growing 
list  of  localities  that  refuse  to  co¬ 
operate  with  this  dismantling  of 
our  basic  political  freedoms.  In 
my  view,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
destroy  what  our  country  holds 
most  dear  in  order  to  save  it 
from  terror.

The  hunger  consequences 
of  a  war  with  Iraq

There  is  a  frail  two-year-old 
slowly  dying  of  dehydra¬ 
tion  in  a  Basra  hospital 
while  his  mother  sits  next  to 
him,  helpless  to  stop  the  ravages 
of  diarrhea  and  infection.  He  is, 
according  to  the  World  Health 
Agency,  one  of  the  5,000  Iraqi 
children  who  die  of  water-borne 
diseases  and  malnutrition  each 
month. 

The  young  boy  is  dying  be¬ 
cause  the  U.S.  systematically 
targeted  water-purification  plants 
and  electrical  generators  in  the 
1991  Gulf  War. 

According  to  Col.  John 
Warden,  deputy  director  of  strat¬ 
egy,  doctrine  and  plans  for  the 
U.S.  Air  Force,  the  purpose  of 
the  attacks  was  “to  accelerate  the 
effects  of  (economic)  sanctions” 
and  increase  “long-term  lever¬ 
age.” 

The  bombing  knocked  out  al¬ 
most  97  percent  of  the  country’s 
electrical  capacity,  a  disaster  in  a 
highly  mechanized  and  electrici¬ 
ty  dependent  society  like  Iraq.  In 
the  first  eight  months  following 
the  war,  47,000  children  died  of 
diseases  like  cholera,  typhoid 


and  gastroenteritis.  More  than  a 
half  million  have  followed  them 
in  the  past  decade,  and  infant 
mortality  has  tripled.  (From 
Conn  Hallinan,  foreign  policy 
analyst  and  provost  at  UCSC.) 

Of  course  we  are  already  at 
war  with  Iraq,  but  it  appears  that 
it  surely  will  escalate.  Whatever 
we  think  or  feel  about  this  war, 
or  any  war,  is  inconsequential  to 
the  children  of  Iraq,  who  will  be 
the  first  to  suffer.  Malnutrition  is 
spreading  due  to  the  massive  de¬ 
terioration  of  the  basic  infras¬ 
tructures,  particularly  in  the  wa¬ 
ter  supply  and  disposal  systems. 
It  will  get  worse  as  more  fighting 
begins.

By  the  year  2030  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  people  over  the  age  of  65 
will  be  about  69.4  million  -  one 
out  of  every  six  people. 

That  is  a  fact  not  overlooked 
by  Regina  Khurin,  who  began  an 
outreach  service  called 
ChoiceCare,  Inc.  to  help  seniors 
care  for  themselves  and  remain 
in  their  own  homes  as  long  as 
possible. 

Working  from  her  office  in 
the  Sunset  District,  the  Bay  Area 
native  talked  about  the  issues 
confronting  seniors  why  they  are 
vital  to  society. 

“I  feel  very  strongly  about 
helping  seniors,”  she  said.  “It  is 
important  to  give  back  to  them 
because  they  gave  so  much  to 
us.” 

“When  seniors  live  indepen¬ 
dently  in  their  own  home,  their 
quality  of  life  and  longevity  in¬ 
creases,”  Khurin  said. 

She  says  the  focus  of  her 
work  is  “to  help  seniors  stay  in 
their  homes  and  ease  the  strain 
of  family  members  who  become 
primary  caregivers.” 

Khurin  said  an  estimated  sev¬ 
en  million  caregivers  (mostly 
women)  are  working  without  pay 
in  the  home.  They  struggle  to 
cope  with  exhaustion  and  fatigue 
and  a  feeling  of  loneliness  be¬ 
cause  of  their  situation. 

By  providing  services  through 
ChoiceCare,  Inc.,  Khurin  has 
tried  to  provide  an  affordable  so¬ 
lution  for  family  members  faced 
with  the  need  for  a  caregiver  in 
the  home. 

From  her  years  of  experience, 
Khurin  has  noticed  that  many  el¬ 
derly  of  the  Depression/World 
War  II  era  do  not  like  to  admit 
they  need  help. 

Among  that  generation,  “peo¬ 
ple  are  not  accustomed  to  talking 
about  family  needs  to  outsiders,” 
Khurin  said.  “They  were  raised 
with  a  very  strong  sense  of  fru¬ 
gality  and  self-reliance.” 

ChoiceCare,  Inc.  services  are 
designed  for  individual  seniors 
or  elderly  couples  who  need  help 
with  daily  activities  and  non¬ 
medical  needs.  This  includes 
cooking,  light  housekeeping,  er¬ 
rand  running  and  personal  care 
needs,  such  as  grooming,  dress¬ 
ing  and  bathing.

“The  people  I  hire  have  had 
an  extensive  background  check, 
evaluation  and  thorough  screen¬ 
ing.  ChoiceCare  handles  all  the 


administrative  related  concerns, 
such  as  payroll,  insurance  and 
taxes. 

“It’s  difficult  watching  a  par¬ 
ent  or  grandparent  decline.

an  in-home  nurse,  ChoiceCare 
would  be  able  to  help. 

“We  would  most  certainly 
help  the  person  or  family  as  their 
needs  change  by  providing  infor¬ 
mation  and  referrals,”  Khurin 
said. 

Khurin,  who  is  pursuing  a 
Masters  Degree  in  Gerontology 
from  San  Francisco  State 
University,  understands  the  im¬ 
portance  of  advocacy.

85  and  older. 

For  Khurin  these  statistics  are 
crucial  because  as  the  country’s 
population  gets  older  the  de¬ 
mand  for  quality  care  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  grow. 

“I  am  here  as  a  reliable  ser¬ 
vice  provider  and  resource.  I 
want  to  expand  along  the 
Peninsula,  bringing  ChoiceCare 
to  the  Silicon  Valley  area.”

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dard  in  the  neighborhood. 

Sheila  Cullen,  director  of  the 
VA  Medical  Center,  declined  to 
comment  on  specific  items  on 
the  list  of  demands,  but  she  is¬ 
sued  a  statement  through  her 
spokesperson. 

“If  we  receive  a  list  of  de¬ 
mands  from  our  neighborhood 
coalition  it  will  be  given  a  seri¬ 
ous  review,”  Cullen  said. 

Cullen  said  the  VA  has  held 
quarterly  meetings  about  the 
new  research  center  to  get  the 
neighbors’  input  and  will  contin¬ 
ue  to  do  so  in  the  future.  She 
also  said  the  VA  is  in  the  process 
of  developing  a  master  plan  and 
a  traffic  study  is  underway.  She 
encouraged  the  public  to  access 
the  preliminary  report  on  historic 
preservation  at  the  VA’s  website 
at  www.NCIRE.org. 

Political  Support  for 
Neighbors  Builds 

Neighbors  say  they  are  con¬ 
cerned  that  the  VA  will,  once 
again,  move  forward  with  the 
project  and  ignore  mitigation 
measures  the  community  is  ask¬ 
ing  for. 

To  make  sure  thisdoes  not 
happen,  neighbors  say  they  want 
the  VA  to  commit,  in  writing,  to 
complete  critical  studies  and  im¬ 
plement  the  other  measures  now. 

Political  support  for  the 
neighbors’  position  seems  to  be 
building,  with  Supervisor  Jake 


McGoldrick,  whose  district  in¬ 
cludes  the  VA  site,  throwing  his 
support  to  the  neighbors. 

“These  concerns  are  legiti¬ 
mate  concerns  by  the  neighbors 
and  they  have  to  be  addressed.  If 
the  VA  doesn’t,  1  will  oppose  the 
new  research  center.  I  hope  it 
doesn’t  come  to  that,” 
McGoldrick  said. 

Calls  to  Rep.  Nancy  Pelosi’s 
office  were  not  returned,  but  a 
spokesperson  indicated  in  an  in¬ 
terview  that  Pelosi  was  aware  of 
the  neighbors’  concerns. 

New  $48  Million 
Research  Center  Triggers 
Latest  Dispute 

The  latest  dispute  was  trig¬ 
gered  almost  two  years  ago 
when  the  community  learned 
that  the  VA  wanted  to  build,  the 
large  research  facility  on  a  three- 
acre  parcel  in  the  northwest  cor¬ 
ner  of  its  Fort  Miley  campus. 
The  29-acre  VA  site  is  bordered 
on  three  sides  by  the  Golden 
Gate  National  Recreation  Area 
with  its  entrance  fronting  the 
Seal  Rock  neighborhood  at  the 
end  of  Clement  Street. 

Nancy  Homer,  chief  of  plan¬ 
ning  for  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area  (GGN- 
RA),  said  at  the  Jan.  8  meeting 
that  she  has  concerns  about  park¬ 
ing,  traffic  and  historic  preserva¬ 
tion.  Horner  said  her  agency 
would  monitor  the  project  close¬ 
ly  to  evaluate  how  it  might  im¬ 
pact  the  experience  of  visitors 


coming  to  the  Ft.  Miley  land. 

“(The  new  facility)  sits  in  a 
very  sensitive  area.  We  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  monitor  it.  We  have  con¬ 
cerns,”  Homer  told  the  VA. 

The  new  $48  million  research 
center  is  a  joint  venture  with  the 
Northern  California  Institute  for 
Research  and  Education 
(NCIRE),  a  nonprofit  medical  re¬ 
search  institute  that  would  pro¬ 
vide  funding  for  the  project. 

Paul  Volberding,  M.D.,  chief 
of  medical  services  at  the  VA 
and  former  member  of  the  SF 
Health  Department,  told  neigh¬ 
bors  at  the  January  meeting  that 
having  a  modem  research  center 
is  necessary  to  attract  and  keep 
the  best  faculty.  At  the  meeting 
neighbors  said  they  are  not 
against  the  new  center,  but  they 
want  to  make  sure  the  VA  takes 
the  appropriate  steps  before  it 
designs  and  builds  the  facility. 

Because  a  history  of  mistrust 
has  built  up  between  the  VA  and 
the  community,  many  residents 
now  look  upon  the  VA  as  a  big 
federal  agency  that  is  insensitive 
to  the  needs  and  concerns  of  the 
neighborhood. 

“There  is  a  real  fear  of  en¬ 
croachment  on  the  part  of  the  VA 
by  the  neighborhood  and  the  na¬ 
tional  park,”  said  Amy  Meyer,  a 
Sunset  District  resident  and  vice 
chairman  of  the  Advisory 
Commission  for  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area. 


Budget  cuts  at  Rec.  and  Park 
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feedback  from  residents  before 
presenting  a  draft  of  its  budget 
for  2003-2004  to  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Commission  on  Feb.

The  Park,  Recreation  and 
Open  Space  Advisory 
Committee  (PROSAC),  a  citizen 
watchdog  group  established  to 
make  sure  the  department  spends 
bond  funds  appropriately,  hosted 
a  meeting  Jan.  27  at  the  Sunset 
Recreation  Center,  with  the 
blessing  of  the  department,  to 
break  the  bad  news  to  Richmond 
and  Sunset  residents  and  to  get 
their  input.  The  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  will  hold  its 
own  meeting  at  the  recreation 
center  Feb.  3,  at  6  p.m. 


Frank  Mancini,  a  member  of 
PROSAC,  told  about  40  resi¬ 
dents  who  attended  the  meeting 
he  was  preparing  them  so  they 
could  give  feedback  to  the  de¬ 
partment  about  the  budget  cuts. 

“This  is  to  give  you  a  heads 
up.  This  is  a  primer  for  you.  We 
decided  to  give  you  a  preview  of 
what  to  expect  so  you  can  absorb 
the  information  and  provide 
feedback  to  the  department,”  he 
said. 

Attendees  were  asked  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  an  exercise  to  decide 
which  programs  and  facilities 
they  wanted  the  department  to 
keep  and  which  could  be  man¬ 
aged  by  other  public  or  private 
agencies.  Some  of  their  priorities 
included  neighborhood  parks, 
pools.  Conservatory  of  Flowers, 


Randall  Museum  and  Palace  of 
Fine  Arts. 

Attendees  told  the  department 
to  consider  other  options  for  the 
stadium  at  Candlestick  Point, 
food  services,  the  youth  golf 
program,  stables,  photo  center. 
Latch  Key  Program  and  about  40 
other  programs  and  facilities  un¬ 
der  the  department’s  purview. 

Most  Sunset  and  Richmond 
residents  who  came  to  the  meet¬ 
ing  said  they  were  not  surprised 
by  the  gravity  of  the  budgetary 
situation. 

“I  came  here  tonight  expect¬ 
ing  to  hear  the  worst.  And  1 
heard  it,”  said  Sunset  resident 
Cathy  Russo.

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Real  estate 
economic 
forecast 

John  M.  Lee 


I  have  spent  the  last 
few  months  attend¬ 
ing  various  eco¬ 
nomic  conferences  to 
catch  up  on  what  the 
leading  economists  are 
forecasting  about  the 
real  estate  industry. 

The  foremost  topic  on 
everyone’s  mind  is 
whether  or  not  we  have  a  real  es¬ 
tate  bubble  and  whether  or  not 
real  estate  prices  will  tumble  like 
the  stock  market. 

We  all  know  that  the  general 
economy  has  not  been  doing  too 
well.  The  unemployment  rate  is 
about  six  percent,  a  fairly  high 
number  by  historical  standards.  It 
seems  like  major  companies  are 
announcing  massive  layoffs  each 
and  every  quarter,  which  affects 
everyone,  because  even  if  they 
do  not  get  laid  off  now,  there  is 
no  guarantee  that  it  will  not  hap¬ 
pen  in  the  next  round. 

We  appeared  to  be  coming  out 
of  the  recession  last  year,  but  to¬ 
ward  the  end  of  the  year  we 
slipped  back  into  one.  Currently, 
we  are  facing  the  possibility  of  a 
war  with  Iraq,  which  can  influ¬ 
ence  our  economy  and  markets. 

The  feds  have  reduced  interest 
rates  a  total  of  12  times  and  have 
succeeded  in  slowing  down  the 
recession,  but  not  eliminating  it. 
In  the  past,  economists  thought 
that  the  raising  and  lowering  of 
interest  rates  were  all  that  was 
needed  to  insure  a  growing  econ¬ 
omy  without  inflation  and  defla¬ 
tion. 

This  theory  has  been  proven 
wrong  both  in  Japan,  where  the 
interest  rate  has  been  hovering 
around  zero  for  the  past  10  years 
and  the  Japanese  economy  has 
gone  nowhere,  and  the  U.S., 
where,  even  with  low  interest 
rates,  our  economy  has  not  im¬ 
proved  much.  Adjusting  our 
monetary  policy  had  some  effect, 
but  not  enough. 

President  George  Bush  has 
tried  to  stimulate  the  economy  by 
adjusting  our  fiscal  policy  by 
passing  a  tax  cut  the  first  year  he 
was  in  office.  It  helped,  but  did 
not  totally  eliminate  our  reces¬ 
sion.  Currently,  he  is  working  on 
another  tax  plan  that  will  put 
more  money  in  our  pockets. 
However,  because  our  state  is

facing  such  a  large  deficit, 
Governor  Gray  Davis  is  propos¬ 
ing  an  increase  in  state  taxes. 
Unfortunately,  what  we  will  get 
back  at  the  federal  level  will  be 
taken  away  at  the  state  level. 

How  will  our  economy  influ¬ 
ence  the  real  estate  market?  It 
seems  like  we  have  been  insulat¬ 
ed  from  the  rest  of  the  economic 
world.  Our  real  estate  prices  are 
still  way  up  there  and  our  num¬ 
ber  of  sales  increased  by  about 
20-25  percent  last  year.  Will 
there  be  a  correction  like  the 
stock  market? 

There  is  actually  another  in¬ 
dustry  that  also  has  done  ex¬ 
tremely  well  despite  our  econo¬ 
my.  And  that  is  auto  sales,  also  a 
rather  large  consumer  purchase. 
What  both  real  estate  and  the 
auto  industry  have  in  common 
are  low  interest  rates.  With  rates 
at  40  year  lows,  consumers  are 
finding  it  very  attractive  to  take 
advantage  of  the  situation  while 
they  last,  leading  to  more  real  es¬ 
tate  and  auto  sales. 

Economists,  however,  do  not 
believe  there  is  a  real  estate  bub¬ 
ble  and  cite  a  number  of  reasons 
why.  The  buyer’s  psychology  is 
that  real  estate  always  goes  up  in 
the  long  term  and  history  has 
proven  that  to  be  correct  time 
and  time  again.  You  cannot  lose 
money  if  you  hold  onto  San 
Francisco  real  estate  over  any  10- 
year  period.  You  can  acquire 
property  and  use  maximum 
leverage,  which  means  you  can 
take  100  percent  of  the  property’s 


appreciation  while 
investing  only  10 
percent  of  the  equi¬ 
ty.  Buyers  are  more 
rational;  they  have 
not  driven  up  hous¬ 
ing  prices  as  much 
as  stock  prices  be¬ 
fore  the  stock  bub¬ 
ble  burst. 

On  the  macroeconomic  side, 
there  is  still  a  net  migration  into 
California.  The  demographic 
data  suggests  that  the  babies  of 
the  baby  boomers  are  approach¬ 
ing  their  home-buying  years, 
leading  to  a  greater  demand  than 
supply.  Building  permits  are  also 
up,  meaning  the  construction  in¬ 
dustry  believes  that  housing  will 
still  be  in  demand  a  few  years 
from  now. 

All  these  signs  suggest  that 
there  is  no  real  estate  bubble. 
Even  our  Federal  Reserve  Board 
Chairman  Alan  Greenspan  testi¬ 
fied  before  Congress,  “We  have 
looked  at  the  bubble  question  and 
we’ve  concluded  that  it’s  most 
unlikely.”  He  said  the  driving 
forces  behind  continuing  strong 
home  price  appreciation  are  low 
interest  rates,  scarce  buildable 
land  and  strong  demand  fueled 
by  immigration.  His  thoughts  are 
in  line  with  those  of  other  lead¬ 
ing  economists. 

The  good  news  is  that  we  are 
looking  at  a  pretty  strong  2003  in 
the  real  estate  market  in  term  of 
activity.  Pricewise,  we  will  be 
looking  at  only  a  modest  increase 
because  our  property  prices  are 
already  high.  But  that  scenario  is 
much  better  than  a  real  estate 
bubble.

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Cliff  House  to  remain  open 
during  historic  renovation 


At  the  groundbreaking  ceremony  Jan. 
23,  a  new  chapter  began  for  the  Cliff 
House  as  the  historic  restaurant  enters  its 
fourth  incarnation.  , 

A  sweeping  renovation  is  carefully 
planned  so  that  the  restaurant  and  gift 
shop  will  remain  open.  The  new  restaurant 
space  will  serve  as  a  bridge  between  past 
and  present,  restoring  the  character  and 
dignity  of  the  neoclassical  structure  of 
1909  and  adding  a  new  wing  that  draws  on 
architectural  elements  of  the  old  Sutro 
Baths.  The  project,  which  is  estimated  at 
$14  million,  is  scheduled  for  completion 
in  late  spring  of  2004. 

The  original  Cliff  House,  a  modest 
structure  built  in  1863  -  and  its  second, 
chateau-style  incarnation  commissioned 
by  San  Francisco  Mayor  Adolph  Sutro  - 
were  both  destroyed  by  fires.  The  1909 
structure,  built  by  Sutro’s  daughter,  Dr. 
Emma  Merritt,  is  what  now  remains, 
though  it  has  been  obscured  by  a  century 
of  add-ons. 

Since  the  1850s  the  area  has  been  used 
by  San  Franciscans  and  visitors  in  order  to 
experience  the  scenery  and  recreational 
opportunities  associated  with  the  shore¬ 
line,  beach  and  ocean.  Today  the  area  is 
part  of  the  National  Park  Service  and  is 
administered  by  the  Golden  Gate  National 
Recreation  Area.  The  project’s  designer  is 
C.  David  Robinson  Architects,  in  consul¬ 
tation  with  Preservation  Architecture. 
Debra  Lehtone  is  the  project  architect. 

The  renovation  will  result  in  two 
restaurants.  The  present  dining  room,  in 
the  historic  building,  will  be  transformed 
into  a  bistro  serving  shellfish  and  lighter 
fare  and  offering  deli  takeout,  while  the 
new  North  Sutro  Wing  will  house  a  dra¬ 
matic  two-story  dining  room  that  offers 
panoramic  views  of  the  ocean,  entrance  to 
the  Sutro  Baths,  San  Francisco  Bay  and 
the  Marin  coastline.  The  new  main 
restaurant  will  offer  an  expanded  menu  of 
American-style  cuisine  with  a  seafood  em-

phasis.  The  Cliff  House  Gift  Shop  will 
also  move  to  the  new  wing. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  a  new  grand 
entry  lobby  with  a  sitting  lounge  that 
links  the  two  restaurants,  three  publicly 
accessible  observation  decks  and  im¬ 
proved  parking  and  traffic  flow.  The  con¬ 
temporary  wing  will  be  built  with  natural 
materials  to  blend  in  with  the  scenic 
coastline.  The  new  building  will  be  lower 
to  the  ground  and  less  of  a  view  obstruc¬ 
tion  to  passers-by.  The  Cliff  House’s  old 
redwood  will  be  salvaged  for  reuse. 

Dan  and  Mary  Hountalas,  proprietors 
of  the  Cliff  House  since  1973,  see  the  ren¬ 
ovation  as  long  overdue. 

“There’s  so  much  history  in  the  Cliff 
House.  We  have  employees  whose  par¬ 
ents  used  to  work  here.  We  hope  to  pre¬ 
serve  that  history  but  also  infuse  it  with  a 
sense  of  vitality  for  the  new  Cliff  House,” 
Dan  Hountalas  said. 

The  Cliff  House  will  hold  a  public  auc¬ 
tion  Feb.  12  featuring  Cliff  House  arti¬ 
facts,  including  kitchen  equipment,  an¬ 
tiques,  flatware,  china,  tables,  chairs  and 
pictures.
